Newfoundland 


PART  I. 


THOUGH  with  every  due  apology  for  the  appearance  of  this  work 
at  all,  1  must  nevertheless  insist  on  this  point,  that  the  subjects 
which  it  seeks  to  atialy/c-  are  worth  a  deeper  study  and  more  serious 
consideration  than  have  yet  been  given  them.  After  all,  the  true  his- 
tory of  a  country  is  best  to'id  in  the  traditionis  of  it,  and  made  by  oui 
fathers  of  the  generations  back,  who  in  strange  historical  verbiage 
and  effect,  gave  those  fancies  and  superstitions  life  and  immortality. 
It  can  be  as  aptly  said  to-day  as  it  was  spoken  nearly  four  hun- 
dred years  ago  in  Hamlet  - 

"There  arc  more  things  in  heaven  and  earth,  Horatio, 
Than  are  dreamt  of  in  your  philosophy."

v'.reat  Principles  and  the  breast  of  the  Universal  Mother. 

The  first  designers  of  anything;  are  the  true  builders,  and  there 
ne  structural  points  they  knew  about  and  believed  essential,  which 
seem  mysterious  to  us.

\ellous  a  character  that   as  iiurf  coincidences  the  intellect  has  been 
unable  to  receive  them. 

Such  sentiments  for  the  half-credences  of  which  I  speak  have 
never  the  full  turce  of  thou«ht--are  seldom  thorouj;hly  stifled  unless 
by  reference  to  the  doctrine  of  chance,  or  as  it  i  ■-  technuallv  termed 
the  "calculus  of  probabilities."  Now,  this  cakulus  is,  in  its  essence, 
purely  mathematical,  and  thus  we  have  the  anomalv  of  the  most  i  iKid- 
Iv  e.xact  in  science  applied  to  th-  shadow  and  spirituality  ol  ihe  most 
intanj^ible  in  speculation. 

>X  ith  lef^ard  to  Idlk  l.i»re."  a  ^icat  amount  has  been  collected. 
but  no  attempt  has  ever  been  made  on  a  systematic  basis,  to  sort  out 
into  their  proper  allotments  the  vast  conglomeration  thai  exists.

Here  in  Newfoundland  wc  form  an  amalgam  of  four  distinct 
races,  the  Tnnlish,  Irish,  Scotch  and  French,  and  each  race  has  con- 
'.nhuted  sdinethiii^;  towards  the  coininoii  stock  of  lore. 

In  this  volume  which  does  not  pretend  to  he  more  than  a  mere 
introduction  to  an  interesting  subject,  I  have  confined  myself  as  much 
;i ,  [lossihic  to  the  superstitious  beliefs  of  a  peoples  who  occupied  the 
Hntih  Isles,  .iiid  *ho  have  thus  handed  down  to  all  their  generations 
:lios.  strani;e  and  half-believing;  traditions  for  us  to  accept  or  refute 
as  we  will.  Traditions  never  die,  and  superstitions  are  hard  to  kill, 
for  we  cannot  destroy  what  mijjht  be  termed  an  inherent  propensity 
to  believe. 

Hducation,  I  would  think,  but  fosters  fancy,  and  rather  tends  to 
the  preservation  of  fanaticism  than  to  the  refutation  of  it,  for  in  that 
parjidnsual  sense,  erudli»»n  engenders  research,  atid  research  makes 
Mill  more  va^ue  by  its  never  thoiou^;hly  dehned  success.  That  there 
i're  superstitions  the  portent  of  which  have  been  verified  facts,  there 
is  no  doubt.  Thousands  uf  persons  will  call  to  mind  premonitions 
;,iid  till  fiillilliiiK  of  them.  Who  is  it  that  will  brave  the  fiat  of  death 
within  the  year  to  the  person  who  first  calls  the  attention  of  others  to 
there  beinj{  thirteen  at  table? 

Kidicule  has  attempted  to  launh  away  the  superstition,  and  to  de- 
lidc  the  susceptible,  but  without  success.  Few  pe«)ple  will  commence 
a  new  work  which  they  hope  to  brinn  to  a  successful  issue  on  a  Friday, 
..nd  it  is  also  remarked  that  a  child  born  on  that  midnight  is  prone  to 
fear.  Your  gentleman  who  will  laugh  heartily  at  what  he  is  pleased 
to  I  all  "all  nonsense  '  will  be  the  first  to  pick  up  a  horse  shoe  from 
the  street  and  bring  it  home  with  him,  ami  this  because  he  has  been 
told  from  his  earliest  years,  that  "where  hangs  the  horse  shoe  the 
Devil  dares  not  enter." 

The  "crying"  of  a  dog  foretells  death  to  someone  in  that  neigh- 
bourhood, and  1  myself  know  of  a  case  where  exactly  one  week  be- 
fore a  neighbour  died  ■,:  big  Newfoundland  dog  (and  a  stranger  to  the 
place)  c.uiu  and  lav  quite  docile  on  the  family  doorstep  for  the  whole 
period.      At   night   the   animal   would   "cry  '   quite   pitifully.     Shortly 
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.ifltT  the  death  ot  the  man.  thi   doj;  disappeared  from  the  lioiisc  and

Such  a  ^ini|  ie  iiuuhiit  .is  the  falling  down  of  a  window  blind  be 
t.ikeiis  death  so  the  superstitious  tells  us,  and  the  breaking  of  a  look 
itin  K'ii'^^  numiN  seven  years  iil-Iuck  to  the  unfortunate  destroyer. 

The  Kift  of  a  pocket  knife  or  anything  contamim;  a  poiiii  or  able 
'o  piiuti;iti  will  "cut"  friendship,  and  many  a  youn>{  gentleman 
>»ould  own  a  dainty  knife  were  it  not  that  his  lady  fair  cares  not  to 
lisk  the  possible  fulfilling  of  the  superstition.  For  the  same  reason 
the  givinn  of  a  praver  bnnk  hv  lovers  to  each  other  is  to  be  avoided, 
i:    the  "noud  '  bonk  is  said  t<<  pail  Ihem. 

In  m.iny  of  our  outpoits  those  who  take  a  hand  in  a  uame  at

The  cni  |-,e  candle"  is  a  flame 
that  comes  from  the  chin v lis .nd  lo  siiminon  the  spun  of  the  dvinn 
man  or  woman.  It  is  in  fact  the  sfiiiit  of  a  relative  come  to  carry 
away  its  kindred  soul. 
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A  >>iiitUMiaii  in  Si.  l.awrcncc  informs  nu  of  an  incident  of  the 
kind  wtiich  occurred  there  a  short  time  a^o  A  fisherman  of  ihi  phice 
was  making  tead\  in  his  huusc  cmK  luu-  moiouin  to  proceed  to  the 
Vtoiinds.  \*htn  he  was  suddenly  startled  by  hearinn  the  tramp  of  feet 
on  rlu  M.iiivka\  \khich  led  from  the  kitchen  to  the  upper  rooms.  Fol 
lovMon  the  unusiial  noisi-  he  saw  a  candle  ukam  mo  i-  down  the 
^talrs,  ^o  to  iln.   kiiJicn  e\it,  and  tinallv  pas^  towards  t!)e  churchyard 

I  wo  days  after,  one  of  his  sons  died,  though  at  the  time  when 
tl»e  "corpse  candle"  had  been  seen,  he  was  in  perfect  health. 

NX'hen  the  poet  wrote 

"Vii.il  spark  of  heavenly  flame 
Quit.    O    quit,    this    mortal    frame." 

he  uttered  a  sentiment  expressive  of  the  nature  of  the  soul  common 
lo  the  many. 

Ii  IS  a  peculiar  tact  that  the  body  of  a  drowned  pv.rson  ma\  be 
located  by  'he  following  means:  Place  a  liuhted  candle  in  a  loaf  )f 
bread,  set  the  bread  upon  the  water,  when  it  will  immediately  move 
lo  the  pl.ice  over  thi-  body.  In  this  case  the  candle  tlaine  icpresents 
(he  soul  Kom^  in  ijuesl  of  its  husk,  the  body. 

1  have  a  curious  story  from  an  esteemed  friend  of  mine  in  Chan- 
nel, and  worth  the  telling. 

Me  was  pmceedm);  one  morning  from  I'ort-au-Rasques  to  his 
home  in  Cihannel,  when  almost  between  the  two  places,  he  saw  in  the 
load  at  about  twenty  or  thirty  paces  from  him,  a  ball  of  fire  burning; 
III  the  middle  of  the  way.  The  li^ht  K'ven  out  was  pale  like  that  of 
spirits  of  Willi-  I  Imunii  vei\  fiu'.htened,  he  halted  and  looked  at  the 
>iranne  phtiionieiia  lor  some  monienk.  and  then  went  forward,  when 
the  globular  li^ht  rose  with  undiminished  bri);htness  to  the  height  of 
about  twenty  feet  from  tiie  ^{round  and  disappeared.  On  making  an 
investijjation  of  the  grou  id  where  the  Hre  had  hrst  been  seen,  no 
ashes  or  any  si^;n  of  burn  were  discovered. 

Up  to  a  year  or  two  a^;o,  there  was  a  house  on  the  Bay  Bulls 
Koad  noted  for  its  v,hostly  reputation  and  avoided  by  all  who  had  t«> 
pass  that  way. 
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While  Hshin«  at  a  pond  near  the  old  house  a  frouting  party  were 
Luunhi  one  evening  in  a  heavy  downpour  of  rain,  and  so  uncomfort- 
ahli  looked  thi  prospect  for  passing  the  night  alongside  the  pond 
that  three  or  four  of  the  pait^  decided  to  seek  shelter  in  the  house. 
Thev  did  so,  hut  not  it  must  le  conf^^scd  without  certain  hesitation, 
which  under  the  circumstances  was  perfectly  natural. 

At  atiout  midnight,  the  party  were  ternhed  h\  the  strange  mani- 
testatmii  uhich  took  place,  a  manifestation  of  tire. 

A  figure  of  glowing  fire  threw  itself  against  the  house,  passed 
tiirough  it  and  out  again  at  the  rear.  The  fire  as  descrihed  hy  two  of 
the  party  who  watched  it  closely  was  "red  hot,  glowing,  aggressive  - 
and  was  accompanied  by  a  volcanic  gust  of  wind,  which  as  sudden- 
ly died  a*:iv  with  thr  horrihle  fire  phantom. 

During  the  minute  the  phenomena  lasted  the  old  place  was 
shaken  like  a  reed  in  the  wind,  but  no  visible  mark  or  sign  of  any- 
thing was  seen  after,  to  prove  of  the  terrible  "thing"  that  had  been  in 
that  house. 

A  certain  cottage  on  one  of  our  suburban  roads  has  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  haunted  nightly,  and  the  apparition  troubles  one  room 

only. 

The  place  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  for  nearly 
eighty  years,  and  it  is  one  of  the  pre  ancestors  who  haunts  the  par- 
ticular room  nightly. 

This  apartment  is  always  kept  locked,  and  it  is  many  years  smce 
anybody  has  passed  a  night  there  even  if  the  present  owner  of  the 
house  would  permit  such  a  thing. 

VX'ith  a  view  to  getting  a  hold  on  something  tangible,  I  have  ques- 
tioned a  very  old  resident  belonging  to  the  road,  and  learn  the  fol- 
lowing: The  apparition  is  seen  at  about  dawn  coming  from  the  ta- 
tiot)d  room.  It  cmsses  a  hallwav  and  thence  to  the  front  door  of  the 
house  which  it  passes  through,  lading  away  into  the  speckled  dawn 
ot  the  outer  world.  The  "thing"  itself  is  a  half  distinct  Kgure, 
whether  man  or  woman  is  not  actually  known.  It  has  never  in- 
I'.icted  harm  on  an\bod>,  nor  is  its  appearance  symbolical  of  "trouble" 
to  any  member  of  the  family  living     Why  it  pertains  to  this  particular 
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room  has  never  been  divulged  by  any  of  the  family  even  if  it  were 
known,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  secret  of  the  strangely  morninj; 
specter  belongs  to  the  musty  past. 

Many  of  my  reader  swill  remember  the  strange  story  of  Mr.  M.— 
the  incident  of  which  occurred  some  year  ago,     M  was  a  NX'al- 

tonian  heart  and  soul,  he  loved  to  spend  every  spare  hour  anear  some 
pond  or  another,  where  he  disported  himself  angling  for  the  speckled 
beauties,  and  he  was  known  as  the  most  earnest  hsher  of  the  times. 
The  nightly  jaunt  to  the  suburban  pond  or  river,  did  not  worry 
liim  at  all,  and  it  was  a  frequtiit  habit  of  his  to  remain  alone  by  the 
loved  pool  long  after  the  sun  had  gone  down.  In  his  enthusiasm  to 
add  to  an  already  big  catch  of  fish,  he  had  one  evening  quite  forgot- 
ten the  passing  of  time,  and  it  was  actually  past  il  p.m.  when  he 
•reeled  '  up  and  made  ready  to  come  citywards.  He  was  leaving  the 
bank  when  a  tall  stranger  appeared  in  front  of  him.  and  then  N['*4f\ 
made  a  fatal  mistake,  he  spoke  to  the  man  asking  him  what  he  want- 
Now  superstition  has  it,  that  a  stranger  encountered  in  such  a 
peculiar  manner  -  at  night,  alone,  and  seemingly  suspicious  in  ap- 
proach-must not  be  spoken  to,  for  this  is  what  the  unearthly  visitor 
has  been  waiting  perhaps  many  years  for,  an  enquiry  and  ofter  of 

help  from  some  human  being.     The  gist  of  this  story  is  that  M 

had  to  meet  the  specter  the  two  following  nights,  and  having  done  so 
was  commissioned  with  a  work  to  perform,  the  execution  of  which 
would  place  the  wandering  soul  at  rest. 

Those  who  will  have  followed  me  in  the  above  story,  know  full 
well  the  sad  after  life  of  poor  M.,  for  never  again  was  he  the  same 
man  A  deep  melancholy  set  on  him,  his  heretofore  merry  and  light- 
some spirit  became  depressed,  and  he  died  taking  with  him  to  his 
grave  the  secret  care  of  his  nocturnal  visitor. 

Ihose  who  intimately  knew  him.  often  requested  him  to  tell  them 
the  'mission"  that  the  ghost  had  enjoined  to  be  carried  out,  but  it 
was  a  part  of  the  poor  fellows  lasting  misery  that  he  should  ever  hold 
it  a  secret  inviolate,  and  to  no  man  did  he  ever  breathe  a  word  ol 
what  happened  at  that  death-tryst. 
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A  -^tdi  V  that  has  always  interested  its  readers,  is  the  peculiar  one 
of  the  'fk-rniit,  a  iiiyMcrious  MiaiiKcr  who  Ciiinc  to  Newfoundland  in 
the  year  IMtis  and  for  seven  years  lived  in  a  tilt  on  the  lupsail  Koad, 
knowing  nohcdy  and  bein^  known  to  none. 

During  that  time,  the  man  lived  by  selling  the  product  of  forest 
.ind  stream,  and  was  a  well  known  figure  in  the  streets  of  St.  John's. 
Much  has  been  \»ntten  alituii  the  lUiinit  by  way  id  conitctuie,  hut 
n  has  never  been  really  known  who  he  was.  In  appearance  he  has 
been  described  as  younj;  and  good-lookinn,  of  splendid  physique  and 
;dtou<-th(.r  pleasing  exterior.  His  manner  proclaimed  the  gentleman, 
i.nd  he  never  would  accept  charit>,  taking  onlv  for  his  goods  their 
e.\act  value 

Without  being  actually  melancholy,  he  yet  seemed  to  revert  to 
'memory  that  was  not  happy,"  and  this  habitual  appearance  kept  dis- 
tant any  intimacy  that  might  have  been  offered. 

The  hut  or  tilt  he  lived  in  was  situated  a  little  more  than  a  mile 
in  from  Hovring  I'ark  or  Neville's  as  the  place  was  then  know  .,  and 
\  as  tabjjd  by  the  passerby  as  'twas  believed  the  spot  was  h;    nted. 

When  leaving  St.  John's  the  hermit  was  attired  in  all  the  habili- 
ments of  the  well-to-do,  wearing  the  most  costly  jewelry  and  hiiest 
clothes. 

It  has  often  been  asked,  "Who  was  the  Hermit?"  and  many 
Miggotions  have  been  offered  by  wav  of  solution.  Amongst  others  it 
has  been  Nurmistd  that  Ik  was  one  Kevin  ()  l)oluit>,  who  had  been 
exiled  from  Ireland  during  the  years   IHt)8-7.S. 

It  is  historically  true  that  one  of  that  name  was  banished  from 
that  country  during  those  years,  and  a  romantic  little  story  is  chron- 
kled  in  connection  with  the  exile. 

()  Doherty  was  loved  by  a  gay  young  lady  belonging  to  Gal  way 
by  name  Kva  Mary  Kelly,  afterwards  known  as  "the  poetess  of  the 
.Viitioru"  When  her  lover  was  sentenced  to  seven  years  banishment 
for  complicity  in  an  outbreak  which  occurred  in  Ciulway  at  that  tune, 
rhe  faithfully  awaited  his  release,  and  two  da>s  after  his  return  to  Irc- 
b'.nd    inai  ncd  him 

NX  as  the    Topsail  Road  hermit  Kevin  O'Doherty?     The  dates  of 
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arrival  and  departure  of  the  mysterious  stranjier  are  sisniHcatit,  auJ 
\khat  better  place  to  labor  throuf^h  the  lonj;  days  of  waitin;?,  and  lo 
Jream  of  peace  and  home  and  love  a^ain,  than  near  our  own  delij^ht- 
ful  suburb  so  redundant  of  ^recn  Irish  fields  and  lovers'  whispering 
waters? 

The  war  has  opened  up  a  new  and  fruitful  field  of  lore  to  the 
research  for  all  that  is  of  the  strange  and  unaccountable. 

Here  we  have  omens,  premonitions,  the  shadows  of  cominR 
events  wafted  across  vast  waste-,  of  water,  and  all  the  peculiar  fHiU- 
munitui  which  belong  and  are  the  rijjht  of  "consanquinity  of  blood." 

1  have  several  stories  of  the  kind  from  all  over  the  Island,  prov- 
ing that  though  there  may  be  unbelievers,  there  is  a  philosophy  con- 
vincing in  this  kind  of  spittrj. 

t)n  the  1 2th  of  July,  l'J17,  a  family  in  St.  John's  were  sitting 
around  the  fireside  when  suddenly  the  chimney  on  the  room  lamp 
was  broken  asunder,  and  investigation  proved  that  the  break  was  as 
clean  as  if  it  had  been  done  with  a  knife. 

Some  ot  the  members  of  the  family  gave  no  serious  consideration 
to  the  incident,  whilst  others  saw  in  it  the  prestage  of  calamity.  Those 
last  were  right  for  the  sad  casualty  list  of  the  battle  of  that  date  told 
(,f  the  heroic  death  of  a  brave  son  and  brother. 

From  the  vicinity  of  St.  Haibe  comes  a  similiar  tale. 

A  woman  was  crossing  her  kitchen  on  some  domestic  duty,  when 
she  saw  the  door  of  the  apartment  open,  and  her  son  who  had  left  for 
the  war  some  sixteen  months  previously,  appear  on  the  portal.  Then 
came  to  her  like  the  last  sad  whisper  of  the  dying  those  words  'Good- 
tiye  mother  dear."  The  reports  from  the  War  Office  told  of  how  he 
had  died  courageously  on  the  far  battle  field  exactly  the  same  day  that 
his  nearest  and  dearest  of  kin  had  seen  him. 

From  Newtown,  H.B.,  comes  a  strange  tale  of  how  the  departing 
loved  one  can  almost  live  again  in  the  dear  circle  of  "Home  Sweet 
Home." 

The  family  in  question  were  all  seated  at  dinner,  when  the  soldier 
boy  Walter  came  into  the  room,  placed  a  chair  anear  the  table, 
and  for  actually  two  or  three  moments  remained  thus  to  the  wonder-

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some  business  for  him  (B.)  whilst  in  St.  John's,  and  it  was  quite  im- 
possible fur  H    —  to  have  arrivtd  back  so  soon. 

When  (he  spictre  drew  near,  it  grasped  Mr.  B by  the  hand. 

uttered  the  words  "I  will  be  back  to-morrow,  tell  her,"  and  vanished. 

Deeply  agitated,  for  B knew  it  must  have  been  an  appariti«>n. 

he  hurried  to  the  absent  friend's  house  and  discovered  that  H 's 

wife  had  been  suddenly  stricken  ill,  and  that  a  message  had  been  sent 
to  H--        recalling  him  back  immediately. 

Strange   to   relate   a   wire  was  received   about  two  hours  after, 

couched  in  almost  the  identical  words  which  H had  spoken  to  his 

f'"iend  on  that  stranjje  meetiriR. 

That  the  danRers  and  approaching  disesters  to  those  at  sea  arc 
often  strangely  "shown"  to  the  loved  ones  at  home,  is  a  fact  proved, 
and  certitu  il  to  by  thousands  of  people. 

A  story  apropos  of  this  is  told  about  the  Elsie  Burnette,  a  vessel 
lost  about  two  years  ago  whilst  homeward  bound  from  Sydney,  C.B. 

On  the  night  of  the  disaster,  the  wife  of  one  of  the  sailors  of  the 
i-hip,  and  then  residing  in  St.  John's,  was  awakened  by  the  noise  of 
lalling  waters,  and  became  consciitus  of  a  chilly  feeling  as  if  she  were 
thrown  into  the  sea. 

This  sensation  had  no  sooner  come  upon  her,  when  she  heard 
her  husband's  voice  distinctly  say  to  her  twice,  "You  and  the  children, 
you  and  the  children." 

When  the  news  of  the  loss  of  the  ship  came  to  her  it  was  but  a 
confirmation  of  her  worse  fears.     But, 

"Two  voices  are  there, 
One  of  the  sea,  one  of  the  mountains  ■       ^ 

-each  a  mighty  voice." 

There  is  a  belief  in  many  of  our  more  remote  outports,  that 
il  two  people  are  engaged  to  be  married  and  one  of  them  dies, 
the  tie  still  subsists,  and  can  only  be  broken  with  ditticulty.  The  dead 
one  may  claim  the  living,  and  if  the  living  partner  marries  within  one 
year  after  the  death  of  the  other,  he  or  she  will  die  before  another 
moon  shall  wane. 
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An  actual  case   (or  what  is  supposed  to  he  an  actual  case)   oc 
C'jrred  in  ,  on  the  Wes?  Coast,  a  fi-w  years  ago. 

A  couple  were  about  to  be  married,  and  even  the  date  of  the 
ceremony  had  been  set  when  the  youiiK  man  suddenly  became  ill  and 
died. 

About  ei^ht  months  after  the  death  uf  her  lover,  the  ftirl  became 
the  wife  of  another  worthy  yuun^  fellow  of  the  place,  and  all  looked 
veil  for  a  bright  and  happy  futute. 

When  retiring  on  the  wedding  night  however,  the  young  bride 
was  nearly  frightened  to  death  by  seeing  the  dead  lover  appear  in  her 
rottni,  and  this  fear  was  very  mujh  increased  by  the  demand  of  the 
spirit  to  kiss  her"  once  again  before  her  future  life  was  given  to  her 
husband.     A  rhyme  made  about  the  subiect  expla:is  it  thus: 

Cold  blov  the  winds  of  night,  sweetheart. 

Cold  are  the  ilrops  of  rain. 

The  ver\    hrst  love  that  e'er  i  had 

Mas   found  a   love  again 

•  *?*•* 

What  is  it  that  you  want  of  me 
And  will  not  let  me  sleep? 
Vias  nut  ciuel  death  between  us  come 
And   grave   and   winding  sheet? 

What   is  it  that   I've  done  to  thee 
Or  my  dear  husand  here 
That  you  should  trouble  thus  our  peace 
And  break  our  wedding  cheer? 

And  to  this  the  ghost  of  the  young  man  very  obligingly  makes 
reply  :- 

What  is  it  that  I  want  of  thee? 
What   thou   hast   often   gave 
A  kiss  from  off  thy  lily-white  lips 
And  that  is  all  I  crave. 

Cold  are  my   lips  in  death,  sweetheart, 
But   my   love   and   heart   are  strong 
If  you  do  touch  my  clay  cold  lips 
Your  time  will  not  be  long. 
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Which  is  rather  an  uninviting  way  of  securing  a  caress  from  the 
young  lady,  but  the  tale  goes  that  the  damsel  seeks  release  from  her 
uead  lover  iiiid  does  return  him  the  bethrothal  kiss.  The  peculiar 
note  in  this  story  however  is.  that  the  voung  wife  dies  about  a  year 
after  marriage,  and  the  rhyming  lament  says: — 

AiiJ  now  both  he  in  yonder  grave 
And  thus  I  end  my  song. 
For  as  they  both  belonKcd  in  life 
To  each   in  death  belong. 

The  strange  story  of  Mrs.  Dower  of  Conche  must  be  known  to 
many  of  my  readers,  but  it  is  worth  the  telling  again,  particularly  as 
the  i.icident  it  relates  belongs  by  right  to  such  pages  as  the  foregoing. 

On  the  lOth  of  March,  1873,  the  vessel  Elenor  owned  and  com- 
manded by  John  Hower,  left  Conche  to  prosecute  the  sealhshery.  A 
hill"  made  at  the  ice  in  those  days  was  of  far  greater  value  than  the 
wage  earned  in  recent  years,  and  the  voyage  was  finished  in  half  Miid 
sometimes  a  quarter  of  the  time  it  takes  to-day.  The  Dower  family, 
father  and  sdii,  had  accumulated  splendid  returns  from  those  annual 
■  trips,"  and  it  was  with  a  light  heart  that  John  Dower  sailed  from 
home  once  more,  leaving  behind,  as  he  knew,  a  wife  who  loved  him 
fondly  and  would  count  the  days   till  his  happy  return. 

About  a  week  after  Dower  had  gone,  Mrs.  Dower  complained  of 
feeling  unwell.  She  grew  worse,  gradually  became  unconscious,  and 
six  hours  after  her  seisure,  she  was  dead.  The  sad  news  spread  quick- 
ly all  over  the  place,  for  the  family  was  highly  esteemed,  and  the  de- 
ceased lady  was  particularly  loved  for  her  gentle  qualities  and  charit- 
able assistance  to  the  needy. 

From  far  and  near  came  mourning  friends  and  neighbours,  and 
her  "wake"  evoked  much  sympathy,  many  declaring  that  the  poor 
lady  looked  as  if  she  were  but  sleeping,  and  that  the  hand  of  death 
had  indeed  dealt  kindly  with  her. 

The  second  night  of  the  wake  had  come  and  gone,  and  it  was  the 
third  morning  after  the  lamented  passing  of  Mrs.  Dower,  when  it  was 
whispered  about  that  the  Eh'anor  was  coming  in  the  harbor  with  hik 
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t  I  Ai.  AT  HAi  I  MAST,  suKK*-'^"nK  "'  toufsc  that  somcliDily  had  died  on 
board  the  ship.  >X'hal  a  sad  h'lu  coming  indeed!  After  viewing  the 
approaching  vcsm  I  tor  a  litik  \*liili,  a  few  ot  the  \k,iiihii^  iituiind 
to  Ihi  wake  room,  but  had  been  there  but  a  iniiuite  oi  two.  when  an 
astouiidnin  :\\u\^  happened.  From  the  body  reclining  on  the  death- 
bed was  heard  a  loii^,  wearv  si^h,  followed  bv  a  motion  of  the  corpse. 
Then  literally  back  from  the  di  ad  from  llie  \eiv  pt)rtals  of  eternity, 
from  the  blink  of  the  ^;iave  laine  the  spirit  of  tlic  dt  .id  wtunaii  I  he 
budv  u^;aiiied  its  warmth,  the  face  and  hands  and  limbs  their  color  of 
the  livinj^.  and  Mrs.  Dower  stranj;ely  recalled  from  that  other  world, 
iu\  up.  a  strange  and  appalling  figure  in  those  habiliments  of  death 
and  the  grave.  Coiislei  iiaimn  pie\aiKd  in  that  room,  some  of  the 
catchers  tied,  (.rving  out  in  the  very  madness  of  terror  that  it  was  a 
i;host.  others  became  faint  from  fear.  Only  one  or  two  of  the  older 
folk  remained  calm  and  soon  gave  assistance  to  Mrs  Dowci  ^ho  had 
by  this  time  almost  recovered.  Her  lirst  woids  were  "l  am  tired.  1 
have  been  far     i  havi    hi  t  n  \xiin  john." 

It  was  a  strange  assertion,  but  it  was  a  true  one,  a  fact  stranger 
than  anv  fiction. 

John  Dower  told  it  afterwards,  how  his  wife  had  come  to  him, 
how  her  love  for  him,  her  anxiety  for  him,  her  heart  one  with  his, 
had  caused  her  to  cross  over  that  great  ocean  of  ice,  though  her  body 
remained  inanimate  in  the  chamber  of  death  at  h'»me. 

He  had  believed  her  dead,  and  had  half-masted  Ins  ship's  flag, 
Lnd  how  sorrowfully  he  looked  forward  to  that  sad  home-coming  can 
best  be  judged  from  the  paroxysm  of  joy  which  all  witnessed  and  en 
ivred  into  as  well,  \*hen  husband  and  wife  met  once  more.  Mr.  Dow- 
el n-'ver  went  to  ttie  sealfishery  again,  but  it  was  always  his  proud 
boast  that  his  good  wife  had  gone  to  and  returned  from  the  ice  in 
quicker  time  than  the  Elenor.  It  is  a  pretty  storv,  this  that  I  have 
told,  and  once  I  have  seen  it  painted  by  the  pen  of  a  local  writer,  in 
•beauty  and  love.  Around  it  were  thrown  golden  thoughts.  In  it 
vkere  woven  the  fantasy  of  roinance  and  an  epic  of  description  re- 
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inarkahlc  lliat  pen  hai  Jtmc  k"*'J  wmk  but  never  better  tli.ui  ii> 
tellinn  of  the  Dower  storv,  so  poorly  and  feebly  related  here  by  me. 

The  traJi*i()i\s  in  connection  with  supposed  buried  treasure  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  are  manv,  but  to  net  back  to  Mk  smirce 
of  origin   is  utIeiU    mipossihle. 

All  esteemed  correspondent  from  Trinity  writes  of  a  rock  there 
known  as  Money  Kock."  It  is  thought  that  a  considerable  aniuunt 
i;f  treasure  is  buried  beiiLath  the  huj;e  houldn  .  and  the  n^k  ii-clf  i. 
held  III  a  kind  of  awe  by  thou  who  believe  in  the  old  stones  o(  pirate> 
sacrificinn  human  life  that  the  spirit  may  jjuard  the  treasure  concealed. 

A  similiar  superstition  is  abroad  in  connection  with  buried  money 
.ind  niuiK  \  s  worth  at  Shoal  Hay,  and  the  storv  of  the  Slmal  Ha-, 
treasure'    is  broadcast. 

It  is  thought  by  very  susceptible  people  that  a  vast  hoard  of  j.;oId 
V  as  concealed  around  Shoal  Hay  by  the  famous  pirate,  (Captain  Kid. 
Diid  knovkiiu;  that  this  report  held  interest  for  youn>;  and  old  alike  I 
iiiade  some  eiRiiiiries  with  a  view  to  jjetting  something;  new  to  add  lo 
ttie  old  lraditiu:i. 

An  a^ed  gentleman  past  his  eightieth  >ear  died  af  Whitbourne 
recently,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  boasted  that  lie  knew 
more  (if  the  Shoal  Hay  treasure  than  any  man  uli:  e,  and  even  on  a 
few  occasions  produced  a  time  worn  map  or  chart,  which,  he  claimed, 
\'as  the  "key"  to  the  finding  of  the  ^rcat  fortune.  It  is  positively 
known  as  a  fact  that  the  old  man  did  make  seaixi)  for  the  buried  tiea- 
-uie,  and  some  say  that  it  was  his  discovery  of  "something'  which 
made  him  so  certain  of  the  truth  of  the  hidden  valuables. 

The  chart  which  he  owned  had  been  ^iven  to  him  by  his  father 
who  also  declared  for  its  bein^  genuine. 

Stories  of  the  Kid  lieasure  are  innumerable,  and  many  places 
vhere  it  has  been  buried,  are  mentioned.  Some  of  these  are  Ferry- 
land,  Cape  Kace,  Signal  Hill  Freshwater  Bay,  Quidi  Vidi,  Cuckold's

Th.  re  is  no  doubt  that  the  sacrificing:  of  human  life  that  the  de- 
parted spirit  mii;lii  i;iiard  some  treasure,  was  an  actual  fact. 

Cot-k  in  his  'Voyaue  kound  (lu  Vt'oild  '  uteis  to  the  inhuman 
vustoin  and  an  essay  is  niveii  over  to  the  sanu  ihmn  in  rhambeis' 
Encyclopedia."  This  horrible  sa!enuardinn  was  supposed  by  the 
H  ret  Jus  i',uilty  of  the  sacrifice,  to  continue  till  the  end  of  time,  and 
no  human  hand  was  tlmnuhl  capable  of  taking  the  spoil  from  its  place 
of  concealment. 

Many  stones  of  buried  treasure  are  told  from  the  Labrador,  and  ^

lover  s  bosom  in  the  deep,  to  show  to  the  living  one  that  he  who  had 
prized  it,  and  kept  it  ever,  was  true  to  the  end. 

A  premonition  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  victims  of  the  T.reen- 
l.nd  disastci,  *as  shown  to  a  younger  brother  of  one  of  the  poor  fel- 
lows uiio  lost  their  lives.  This  lad,  a  boy  of  ten  years,  was  goinj;  to 
t>ed  when  the  absent  brother  stopped  him  on  the  stairway,  and  said. 
•  Harry,  give  me  a  lend  of  yuu-  cap."  It  was  a  peculiar  request  and 
impossible  of  solution.  , 

A  gentleman  living  in  Wane  Sablon  writes  me  this  story,  and  as- 
•ures  me  of  its  verv  truth  bv  giving  me  the  names  of  some  persons 
who  Hgured  in  the  incident.  James  Benoit  was  sitting  at  dmiur  one 
d;'v  when  a  man  rushed  in  the  room,  and  in  an  agitated  manner  asked 
benoit  to  follow  him  quickly  as  there  was  a  vMcck  nearby,  that  the 
ship  was  sinking,  and  her  crew  must  be  lost  if  help  was  not  forthcom- 
,:.g.     Benoit  instantly  seized  his  oilskins  and  followed  the  man  from

Both  of  them  proceeded  towards  the  seashore  but  Benoit  could 
perceive  no  sign  of  any  vessel  in  distress,  a;id  when  he  turned  to  en- 
quire from  his  neighbour  as  to  the  other  s  report,  the  man  had  van- 
ished     Benoit  was  verv  much  amazed  and  quickly  returned  home. 

About  two  nights  after,  a  big  storm  came  on.  and  towards  morn- 
ing a  ship  in  distress  was  seen  oH  Blanc  Sablon.  The  merj  ol  the 
place  immediately  went  to  the  aid  of  the  dist.essed  craft  and  Benoit 
was  one  of  the  volunteers. 

Strange  to  tell,  the  third  man  taken  off  the  vessel  by  the  rescuers 
was  noted  by  Benoit  as  bearing  a  remarkable  resemblance  to  the 
siranger  who  had  called  upon  him  two  days  ago.  ..    •  .  , 

This  certainly  was  a  case  of  premoiiiti..ii  of  disaster  that  might 
have  been,"  and  a  warning  strangely  given  from  that  vessel  away  to 
sea.

It  is  a  tale  told  in  vari  )us  forms  and  has  been  adapted  by  novel- 
ists, poetr.  and  draniah^ts,  !..id  up  to  this  day  no  deep  sea  sailor  will 
!issured!v  assert  that  the  Thantom  Ship"  does  not  exist  but  on  the 
contrary  believes  that  somewhere  at  all  times,  she  goes  sailing  furi- 
ously on  her  endless  voyage  cursed  by  God  and  feared  by  man. 

A  peculiar  superstition  believed  in  by  many  people  in  our  more 
remote  outports,  is  thai  the  soul  of  a  dying  man  will  go  out  with  the 

tide.* 

In  nearer  settlements  and  in  our  own  midst  too,  the  thought  is 
familiar  that  the  greatest  danger  of  death  to  a  patient  rapidly  sinking 
is  about  the  hour  of  three  to  four  in  the  morning.  It  is  a  fact,  medi- 
cally certified  to.  that  the  human  constitution  is  weakest  and  at  its 
lowest  at  that  hour,  and  strange  to  say  this  is  known  (before  day 
break)  as  the  darkest  hour  of  the  night. 

"The  darkest  hour  is  before  the  dawn," 

Shakespeare  in  his  Hamlet  says  of  this  hour  — 

"  'Tis  now  the  very  witching  time  of  night 
When    churchyards   y.iwn    and    hell    itself   breathes   out 
Contagion  to  this  world." 

"If  he  or  she  gets  through  the  morning  they  will  live  through  the 
day"  is  a  common  saying  in  connection  with  the  situation  of  the  very

All  old  resident  of  file  luiij;  Pond  Koad,  a  man  now  nearin^;  his 
sesentv-ninth  vear,  has  i;iven  me  record  of  some  leminiscences  of 
his  of  the  time  uhen  the  suKlierv  garrisoned  St.  John's. 

Oiu  (it  his  vkcll  ai^Hiiiti  d  stoi  ies  covers  the  residing  f  a  cer- 
t.iin  (iaptaiii  Bute  in  the  viciiiitv  of  what  is  known  now  as  tne  "Sand 
l»itts." 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  grounds  anear  the  old  targets 
Hill  remember  that  at  the  western  end  of  I.onj"  Pond  there  is  a  clear- 
id  space  of  land,  and  it  was  in  the  Lfiilci  vif  this  lh.it  lUiIe  had  his 
house. 

The  foundation  of  the  dwelling  is  row  covered  by  the  verdure 
of  many  years,  bin  the  f.umation  is  still  plainly  perceptible,  and  mv 
J  j.'ed  informant  tells  me  that  the  rc^idtncr  was  of  palatial  proportions 
.md  had  all  the  appointments  of  a  well  fitted  fortress. 

Amongst  the  rest,  the  place  contained  an  underground  dungeon 
V  hell  itfiiictois  siiMnis  (II  domestics  were  placed,  and  into  this 
prison  one  night  was  thrown  an  attnidant  of  the  captain  s,  for  having 
iuing  unfortunate  enough  to  cross  the  will  of  the  little  tyrant  master. 

That  night  the  captain  who  was  fond  of  company  and  kept  open 
luaise  to  all.  gave  a  ball  followed  by  a  sumptuous  supper,  and  as  he 
was  a  gentleman  who  never  believed  in  sparing  the  bottle,  hi-  and  his 
jovial  company  soon  made  iiiglit  hilaiious,  their  noisoiiu    glee  awaken 
iiig  many  echoes  along  the  Nagle's  Hill. 

On  flu  part  of  the  captain  those  carousels  were  inevitably  fol- 
lowed by  periods  of  apathv,  which  were  themselves  but  restful  pre- 
ludes to  more  drunken  icmK  and  a  night  of  intemperance  was  ..lieii 
Micceeded  by  davs  of  semi-consciousness,  during  which  time  the  noble 
(mimander  was  so  fretful,  complaining  and  quarrelsome,  that  none  of 
his  retinue  hardly  dare  approach  him 

About  eight  nights  after  the  unfortunate  servant  had  luen  con 
fined  in  the  dungeon,  Bute  and  his  worthy  colleagues  were  again  cele- 
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bratiriR,  when  in  the  midst  of  their  noxious  revelry  was  heard  a  luiid 
^nianin^;  ^dtniiin  'roni  heneath  their  feet. 

So  terrible  was  the  interruption  that  even  the  liquor-frenzied 
l^ute  was  sobered  into  remembrance  of  the  poor  fellow  he  had  or- 
dered to  confinement  over  a  week  a^o.  He  immediately  nuinJ  the 
company  down  to  the  dungeon  to  see  as  he  termed  it  "the  disobeyinK 
doj;"  atid  Kadmn  the  wa>,  descended  to  the  under  prison. 

The  nKuneiit  the  iron  bound  door  was  opened  by  the  captain,  as 
many  of  the  quests  as  could  enter,  did  so,  but  the  boldest  there  was 
appalled  by  the  si^ht  presented. 

The  prisoner  was  cold  in  death,  had  been  dead  some  declared, 
lor  three  days,  and  a  ^reat  fear  came  upon  the  witnesses,  for  thcv 
realised  that  the  );ioanin>{  they  had  heard  must  have  come  from  some 
avenninK  spirit  abroad  that  nij;ht. 

Nothing  could  be  done  with  Bute  to  punish  him  for  his  inhuman 
action,  he  was  an  authority  in  himself,  and  the  implied  fault  of  .1 
Kienial  was  itself  puniNJi.ible  by  death.     Such  was  the  age. 

The  man  was  a  bully,  and  tyrant,  and  feared  by  all  who  were  un- 
fortunately under  his  authority. 

The  house  was  destroyed  by  fire  a  short  time  after  .and  the  old 
^-entlemaii  to  whom  1  am  indebted  for  the  foresoing  assures  mc  that 
the  spot  is  "troubled,"  and  to  this  very  day  an  uncanny  influence  pre 
vails  around  that  locality. 

It  is  peculiar  to  note  in  comparison  the  significance  of  connection 
which  many  strange  customs  of  the  past  have  with  some  of  our  habit,^ 
of  to-day. 

There  is  for  example  that  strange  ceremony  of  the  laying  of  the 
corner  or  foundation  stone  of  our  institutions. 

At  the  foundation  of  any  building— a  church,  a  town  hall,  a 
private  mansion  almost  invariably  a  coin  and  copies  of  our  news- 
papers are  laid  beneath,  and  few  know  that  this  is  a  more  modified 
revived  custom  of  the  Middle  Ages  when  a  horse,  a  lai.ib  or  a  dog  was 
placed  under  the  foundation. 

In  those  early  days  this  ceremony  was  regarded  as  a  sacrifice. 
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;md  the  spirit  of  the  sacriHcid  vm.   MipposcJ  to  nuiuil  the  lunldui^;  l-i 
In   raised  ahovc  it. 

Sii  W  iiliir  Scott  in  his  notes  to  the  ballad  of  the  floiint  of  Keel- 
dar  alludes  to  the  tiaditinn  that  the  fomidatimi  storn  s  of  i'ktish  raths 
were  bathed  in  human  i-iMe  \X  luii  we  decorate  the  graves  of  mu 
dear  draii  with  iiarlands  and  flowers,  wc  are  hut  ui-.cotisciousjv  oh- 
serving  the  custom  of  the  primitive  ai;ts  when  gifts  of  food  were 
pKKtd  upon  the  swards  that  tfie  dead  ash  i  p  niii;ht  a,.cepi  It  sliows 
;fiai  111  nun's  minds  lini-ers  the  pre-Arsan  cult  of  the  dead  body. 

We  never  ini.iniiie  when  we  are  casttig  lots  to  select  the  Buf- 
foon in  our  simple  parlor  gami  >  that  we  are  literallv  foUowiiiK  the 
rules  of  the  earlv  savaue  rac  ,  who  to  selict  from  a  lompain  of  'd.iws 
or  prisoners  the  unhappy  imlividua!  to  be  offered  in  saLiihce  as  a  pro 
pitiatiDii  to  sonit  offended  and  angrv  god  adopted  this  method  of 
choice. 

A  prejudice  exists  to  this  very  day  against  being  the  first  person 
to  cross  the  threshold  of  a  new  house,  as  it  is  supposed  that  ill  luck 
probaf'lv  death,  will  ensue  to  him  or  her  who  either  daringlv  oi  un- 
\Mltiiu;l\  d(u^  (I  1  uiei  the  place  for  the  first  time,  it  is  thought  that 
the  practice  of  asking  some  stranger  to  uit  tfu'  first  sod  .and  making 
of  that  an  honour,  's  an  ingenious  was  devised  of  passing  on  the  ill 
luck  that  would  liave  fallen  on  one  enl;a^ed  on  the  unitertakiiig  for 
uhich  the  sod  was  to  he  cut,  to  another  person  ignorant  of  what  it 
entails 

These  superstitious  fears  of  being  the  first  to  pass  over  a  niw 
bridge,  enter  a  new  house,  be  baptized  in  a  new  front,  be  laid  in  a 
iiLW  cemetery,  are  very  widely  spread,  and  common  to  all  peoples. 

Strange  it  is  that  this  antipathy  to  be  the  first  to  inhabit  a  new 
tiouse  IS  general  and  as  a  rule  the  intending  inhabitants  always  li.ivo 
the  place  "blessed"  by  their  local  clergyman.  This  is  actually  a  rem- 
nant of  mediaeval  times,  when  it  was  supposed  that  Satan  took  pos- 
'^(■ssion  of  the  first  and  new  things  of  the  earth. 

Hiere  are  quite  a  number  of  people  who  when  they  wish  to  as- 
sert  their   authority   over   the   younger   generation,   generally     when 
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i-vcrythmK  ilsi-  fails  rtvct  to  that  undisputed  standard  ot  rr  •• 
ctiiMiuKc  in  a>;c,  u.th  the  statcna-nt  thai  thc>  hvtd  in  ...i  „ldcr  day 
Nvhcii  wonder,  mvMciy  and  romance  no  longer  with  us.  held  sv^av  i.;id 
lliat  the  \oun^;si.is  wlio  seemingly  would  wish  to  oust  thtiii  aie  at 
Ihi   licst  a  iiuie     iioiientit\ .  ' 

I  his  vtry  thiiiK  has  been  quoted  to  me  almost  vrrfhitim  and  I  wis 
Mitornied  wlicn  I  approached  a  venerahic  old  body  to  >{et  some  iiitn, 
mufion   for  my  bo.-k     that  had  I  been  alive  iti  the  days  of    Ioran\ 
Motef  I  could  ha\e  s.  cured  some  very  interesting  data  indeed  " 

However  that  may  be,  I  have,  as  the  next  best  thinj;    to  sincerely 
thank  my  venerable  old  friend  for  the  following  story  of     loran  s 
which  hotel  by  the  way  was  situated  where  the  General  I'ost  Office 
now  IS. 

l.aie  on.  nielli  after  all  the  inmates  of  the  hotel  had  retired  to 
rest,  a  violent  knockinR  was  heard,  apparently  coming  fr.-m  a  vacant 
bed  room  at  the  top  of  the  house.  So  persistant  and  loud  was  tfu 
noise  ih.tt  soon  all  m  the  place  were  awakened,  and  started  to  make 
an  mv.sti,;ation.  Several  of  the  male  boarders  proceeded  to  ihc 
apartment  from  which  they  lud^ed  the  excessive  rapping  to  come  bin 
an  investiKation  of  the  room  revealed  nothing  to  account  for'  tiie 
peculiar  ehunor.  The  knocking  was  not  repeated  that  ni«ht,  but  at 
about  the  same  hour  the  next  nijjht  a  similiar  disturbance  was  heard 
Investigation  a^ain  failed  to  bniiK  an\tliinK  to  li«ht,  and  v^hen  on  tlu 
third  niKht  the  noise  was  renewed,  and  no  perceptable  agency  could 
he  discovered,  the  lodgers  beyan  to  whisper  that  the  place  was  haunt- 
ed, and  the  sph  ndid  reputation  of  the  hotel  stood  to  be  ruined. 

A  lew  true  friends  of  the  house  however  persuaded  thi-  fright- 
ened majority  to  remain  over  at  least  another  ni>;ht.  and  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  whole  company  form  a  "watch"  partv,  placing  units  in 
the  hall  way  and  on  the  old  fashioned  staircase,  with  a  double  ^uaid 
jinear  the  dooi  of  the  noisy  bedchamber. 

Strange  to  say  not  a  sound  disturbed  the  watchers  during  that 
ni^ht  and  towards  morning  the  men  save  it  up  as  mystified  as  ever 
It  IS  fine  but  leaning  sli^-.htlv  to  the  belief  that  the  previous  disturb- 
ance had  been  the  prank  of  some  facetious  boarder.     As  no  further
